DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 ,84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: "112a", "112b" and "112n"from Figure 2. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d), or amendment to the specification to add the 
reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(b) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement-drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If 
the examiner does not accept the changes, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

2. Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the examiner does not accept the changes, the 
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applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



3. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 



4. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1,12 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. The term "orderly" in claims 1,12 and 13 is a 
relative term, which renders the claim indefinite. The term "orderly" is not defined by the 
claim, the specification does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite 
degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably appraised of the 
scope of the invention. 
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7. The term "clearly" in claim 14 is a relative term, which renders the claim 
indefinite. The term "cleariy" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not 
provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the 
art would not be reasonably appraised of the scope of the invention. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

9. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Johnson et al. ("Johnson"), PG Publication 2002/0133593. 

10. Regarding claim 1 , Johnson discloses a method for providing orderly service 
delivery to clients over a network, comprising the steps of: 

requesting data from a location [Johnson, paragraph 6, 73, 89]; and 

if a denial is received, notifying a particular client of availability [Johnson, par. 



136, 143]. 
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1 1 . Regarding claims 2 and 3, Johnson further discloses distributing available 
resources of the network and distributing available resources of a server [Johnson, par. 
29 and 39-44]. 

12. Regarding claim 4, Johnson further discloses determining a network failure 
condition [Johnson, par. 80]. 

13. Regarding claim 5, Johnson further discloses determining a server status 
[Johnson, par. 162 and 173], 

14. Regarding claim 6, Johnson further discloses queuing bandwidth requirement 
information [Johnson, par. 75, 76 and 150]. 

15. Regarding claim 7, Johnson further discloses notifying the particular client 
[Johnson, par. 162-164]. 

16. Regarding claim 8, Johnson further discloses indicating an availability [Johnson, 
par. 150 and 160-164]. 

1 7. Regarding claim 9, Johnson further discloses determining a configuration of the 
particular client machine [Johnson, par. 74]. 
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1 8. Regarding claim 1 0, Johnson further discloses queuing the particular client for 
information to provide service [Johnson, par. 74 and 135]. 

19. Regarding claim 1 1 , Johnson further discloses the information comprises a 
network location, reachability information and time constraints [Johnson, par. 170-175]. 

20. Regarding claims 12-20, claims 12-20 have similar limitations as disclosed in 
claims 1-11. Therefore, the similar limitations are disclosed under Johnson for the 
same reasons set forth in the rejection of claims 1-1 1 [Supra 1-11].
